Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3, 6-13, 22, 23, and 25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or render obvious a device for injecting an IOL into an eye 
wherein the device comprises a lumen having a larger diameter at the open tip than at a 
location immediately adjacent and distal to the loading bay, in combination with the 
other claimed elements.
